‘The best plan ts 
to dry the cut herbs in the eun, the 
plants being laid on sheets of paper 
or In trays. When this is not possible 
they may be dried tn front of the fire 
or ip the oven.

Canada’s Cry for Children 


It will come ap a surprise to many 
people to know that ‘in Great Britain 
there are no fewer than~360,000~chil- 
dren who knew no other parentage 
than that exercised by the State, or 
by charitable institutions, while there 
‘are in Canada many. people who would 
be only too glad to adopt such little 
ones, ° 
This class of immigration not only 
relieves the burden on the British 
taxpayer, hut it sends to the Dominion 
new-comers whose general ideas are in 
a plastic condition and who can, more 
readily than those of older years, be 
influenced along Canadian lines to be- 
come Canadian citizens. 

It hasbeen estimated that Great 
Britain could save a million sterling 
by sending to Canada 10,000 children 
of discretionary age to become valu- |" 
able citizens. Canada last year 
made -applicatton for 18,000 British 
cifldren, but on account of lack of 
funds, fewer than 3,000 were sent out. 
The cost of transporting these children 
would be far less than keeping them

.Many a mother is interested to know 
the size of the average infant and to 
compare her own with what ts consid- 
ered as a standard. The following 
measurements are given by Dr. Holt 
and.may be accepted as average, says 
the Woman's World. 
. At birth—Height, 20% inches; chest, 
18% inches; head, 14 inches. é 

One ‘year—Height, ‘20 inches; chest, 
18 Inches; head, 18 inches, 

Three yeara—Height, 85 inches; chest, 
20 inches; head, 19% inches, 

_The matter of the weight is one 
which-should be watched more.care- 
fully. The gain in flesh is a good in- 
dication as to whether or not the child 
is thriving and often determines the 
amount and character of its nourish-— 
ment. During the fifth month a baby’s 
weight is supposed to be doubled; at 
the end of a year it should be tripled. 
For the first*six months there should. 
be a weekly weighing; at the end of 
the first week there will probably be 
a slight loss, which should be regained 
during the second week.
